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SELECTMEN''S REPORT 


The year 1981 was a year of change in the makeup of the Middleton 
Board of Selectmen. By the end of 1981 the three selectmen on the 
board were completely different then those who comprised the board in 
the beginning of 1980. Along with change there was a period of adjustment. 
There was a time when only two selectmen were on the board (April to 
September). In this period of time the selectmen had to face the reality 
of numerous procedures to be learned, guidelines to be followed and 
numerous other matters that a more experienced officer would have found 
easy after a number of years in office. The addition of a third selectmen 
make things much easier. 


The selectmen found it necessary to house all the town officers in 
one office for efficiency. (This was suggested in a report filed by 
state auditors.) Response from the town has been favorable because office 
hours are posted and a central office is available for all town business. 


During the year the board of selectmen have had times when the job 
has been pleasurable as well as trying. Among the most pleasurable was 
helping in the purchase of a fire truck from Eliot, Me. We worked closely 
with the Board of Selectmen of Eliot and fire departments from both towns 
to achieve this purchase. We also want to extend our thanks to Clyde 
Tufts for his wonderful gesture of donating the $1500 pruchase price for 
the vehicle. Another moment of satisfaction was insulating the town hall. 
This has made a great difference in the buildings comfort along with 
making it truly a year round building for the town functions and for the 
various groups that use the building. I want to extend special thanks to 
the Highway Department for their help and the men who did most. of the 


work on the building. These include: Lee Ellingwood, Eric Synder 
Phil Hunter,Rick Washburn,and Ed Randall. 


Problems of course make things less than pleasurable. The selectmen 
have worked to improve the towns fiscal problems, but it is not an easy 
task. Each year more and more programs are mandated by the state. 
Increased taxes are a result of this cycle of state mandates to the town 
versus the inability of the state to provide the money necessary to 
carry out these programs. The increase in town taxes is a result of this 
problem. If you break down the increase you will find out that over 90% 
of the increase could not be controlled by the selectmen. This increase 
was strictly a result of things we do not have any say in. This lack of 
say by town government is a problem throughout the state and must be 
addressed by our representatives in the legislature. Contrary to the 
views of some townspeople the selectmen do want to keep property taxes 
down. However we must provide services to the townspeople that are vital 
and at the same time keep spending to a minimum. 


The selectmen have met with all department heads and have worked to 
keep spending at or very near 1981 levels. (Remember this would actually 


mean a cut in real dollars because of inflation.) This is the teason the 
selectmen approved the purchase of a 4-wheel drive police cruiser. Two 
garages where the old cruiser was maintained both felt that the cruiser 
was a financial drain because of numerous repairs that were performed. 
The front-end had been damaged last year and never really could stay 
aligned. Tires were worn off prematurely and the fact of the matter is 
that the old cruiser just was not made to stand the strain of Middleton 
roads. With that in mind and the known fact that by winters end the 
cruiser would be worth a $1000 on a trade, we decided to buy the used 
vehicle and were given almost three times that amount on a trade. 


Although the selectmen may have made some mistakes, I feel we have 
worked hard to provide the town with the best government we possibly can. 
Its been a year when problems of the past have been put behind and people 
have been working together with us to provide a more efficient government. 
The animosity between factions in town that once was present is for the 
most part gone and we are glad of it. People are becoming more aware 
of the problems we face. A Taxpayers Association has been formed and 
I was happy to attend a recent meeting. Although we may have differences, 
I feel that problems were discussed openly and candidly. I hope that 
everyone realizes that the selectmen will work with anyone in town to 
provide an efficient government that provides needed services to its 
townspeople.

As your Chief of Police, | take this opportunity to thank the many 
people who have helped make 1981 a good year for our department. 
The fine officers of my department, Ed Randall and his highway crew 
who have been so helpful in not only reporting suspicious activity 
but in assisting us in emergencies, Chief John Mammone and his 
fire department who seem to always be there when needed. To the 
Board of Selectmen who | fee! have been so helpful to my department. 
To secretary Kathy Randall, who | find to be so knowledgeable and 
nelpful to all departments in town and last but not least to the most 


important, the people of Middleton, whom | care so much for. 
The work load for our department was quite high, with Strafford 


logging 3,047 calls. Out of that, we had 1,055 actual complaints. 

Burglaries were down, with a high average of solved ones, | at— 
tribute this to the type of patrol we used. So, if your friends coming 
to visit you have been stopped at night, now you know why. Also, 
the alertness of citizens and their willingness to call the department 
when they feel something is suspicious. 

Motor vehicle accidents were also down, and | fee! selective patrol 
time was a big factor, 

Domestic and juvenile problems still take a great deal of time. 
Working with this type of problem takes a lot of understanding on the 
part of any officer. 

| am proud of the contact my department has had over the year with 
the elderly and sick. | know they have benefited by us, but for myself 
and the men of the department that put forth the extra added effort, 
we have gained a great deal of knowledge of human life. The thanks 
we receive when we check on them as they sit all alone, the smile 
we get from a simple birthday card or a small fruit basket given to 
them on a seemingly forgotten holiday. And the thank—you for coming 
when we make that visit to the hospital to see them when others seem 
to be too busy or have forgotten them. When we receive a call from 
One of them that is lucky enough to have a phone or a message that 
SO and so wants a policeman and the responding officer is informed 
that the person has no food or water to drink or no heat — Yes, no 
food, no water or heat in the year of 1981. It makes us glad that 
we're there to help. Who else would they call? 

The police officer is trying to give the community a better know— 
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ledge of his job and why we need a Police Department. Do we need 
a Police Department? If you have asked yourself this question, then 
It is obvious that you have never had an emergency and, for you, | 
am happy. Why do we have insurance on our homes, vehicles, etc. 
when the average person never uses it? Why? Because if we did not 
and we needed it we would be out of luck. The police officer’s job 
is not to simply arrest people; if that were the case, his job would 
be a simple one, for crime in any community is not the sole pur— 
pose. The deterrent of problems such as crime is the hard part — from 
helping the juvenile through bad times so he does not go on to a life 
of crime, to taking care of the injured, whether it’s from a vehicle 
accident or a home accident, to being available 24 hours a day when 
someone needs help, and help can be in so many forms. The officers 
should be a friend in the community, someone you can talk to when 
it seems like there is no one else, to comforting you at the loss of 
a loved one, to sharing your joy over a newborn.

ANNUAL REPORT -— 1981 


As the federal government studies the cost of health care, there 
is increased interest in home care and preventive medicine as meth— 
ods of reducing costs and improving health services. The Rural 
District Health Council continues to quatify as a certified home 
health agency, implementing procedures to continue to provide qual— 
ity care, 

The priority service is the care of the sick program which pro— 
vides nursing care, home health aide, physical, occupation and speech 
therapy services. This program has provided 4,677 visits to its 
member towns from January, 1981, to October 31, 1981. 

The agency’s staff also conducts elderly health screenings on 
Wednesday afternoon, Adults from the member towns are welcome 
to attend any of these screenings. The first Wednesday it is held 
in Farmington at the Town Hall, second Wednesday in Northwood at 
the Town Hall, the third in Barrington at the Cathotic Community 
Center, the fourth Wednesday in Milton at the Milton Health Center, 
They all start at 1:00 P.M. and continue until all patients are seen, 
The screening includes blood pressure checks, diabetes — anemia 
screenings, nutrition counseling for special diets and weight control. 
This program has provided services to 627 patients, with 57 new 
patients enrolled and 23 referrals made. 

The child health program is an active program with 738 children 
enrolled. From January 1981 — October 1981, 58 clinics have been 
conducted with 1,046 children receiving physicals. This program 
is offered to all children from any of the member towns and includes 
physical examinations, immunizations and counseling for families 
with children 0-6 years. 

A Dental program is also held for children ages 3-6 years which 
includes cleaning and flouride treatments twice a year with referrals 
to local dentists for follow—up care when needed. It is funded by 
the Division of Public Health, Bureau of Pre—School Dental Ser— 
vices, The program provided service to 391 children. 

Home visits to mothers of newborns are provided, when requested 
by the patient from the hospital. This can be very helpful to the 
family in the process of adjusting to the newborn, Follow—up visits 
are also made to assure the continuity of care. This program is 
funded in part by the U.S. Dept. of Health and Human Services, Bu— 
reau of Maternal & Child Health Grant and the Rural District Health 
Council, The agency coordinates services with the Supplemental 
Food and Nutrition Education Program for Women, Infants and Children 
(WIC) in conjunction with the Strafford County Pre—Natal Family 
Planning Program, Inc, Foods supplied are formula, dairy products, 
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fruit juices and cereals, 

The Rural District Health Council with the cooperation of Frisbie 
Memorial Hospital provides a discharge referral coordinator who 
assists the Social Service Dept., at the hospital and the patient’s 
physician to continue care when needed from the hospital to the 
patient’s home, The hospital funds this program in part with the 
Council, 281 referrals have been made. 

The Council employs dedicated staff who many times devote 
themselves above and beyond the call of duty, reflecting the nurse 
who cares for people. Staff nurses include: Mary Timmons, R.N., 
Supervisor, Arlene Thorne, R.N. MCH Coordinator, Paula Davis, 
R.N., Elderly Screening Coordinator and MCH staff, Jean Germer, 
R.N., Discharge Coordinator, Staff nurses in care of the sick pro— 
gram are — Betty Coons, R.N., Myrtle Walsh, R.N., Alice Ziegra, 
R.N., Dotty Demmons, R.N., Sally Sublette, R.N., and Joan Menez, 
LPN. Renee Wormell and Jean Simonton are fulfilling the duties 
as Home Health Aides, while Junellen Chase handles the office 
duties as Administrative Assistant, 

The Agency receives funds from grants, United Way, town ap— 
propriation, Medicare, Medicaid and private insurances. A bequest 
to the Council may be made either for unrestricted use in furthering 
the general purpose of the Rural District Health Council or for such 
special or restricted purposes as the donor may desire. Memorial 
gifts become a lasting honor to the memory of someone special such 
as a relative or friend. An acknowledgement is sent to the family 
without disclosing the amount of the gift. All gifts to the agency 
are deductible for estate and income tax purposes, 

The Board of Directors has voted to hold the per capita at $3.00 
for the fiscal year 1982. The agency has seen an increase in revenue 
and will apply that to the town appropriation, With this added revenues 
the Finance Committee feels the Council can continue to provide 
the many needed services to its member towns, 

With the increasing aged population our special mission is to 
provide programs responsive to the community — and to coordinate 
visiting nurses with other health and social service agencies, 

During the past year, the Council has made for your town 253 
nursing visits, 53 home health aide visits and 127 therapy visits; 
there have been 22 child health home visits and 34 children have 
attended the child health program,

Undoubtedly the most important topic of debate at the Middleton 
Annual School District meeting this year will be the report of the 
Middleton Building Study Committee and the related bond article 
which is to appear as Article | on the warrant. There are several 
observations or comments which | feel obligated to make concerning 
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this very important issue, First, | wish to commend the Middleton 
School Board for demonstrated commitment to the identification of 
School District needs and long range planning. | wish to also com— 
mend the voters of the Middleton School District for establishing 
the Building Study Committee at the 1981 Annual School District 
Meeting. In view of the state of the economy, the efficient use of 
resources has become even more critical than at any point in our 
history since the Great Depression. Middleton can be proud that 
it has made the commitment to long range planning in order to ef— 
fectively identify the needs of the School District. Secondly, the 
decision of whether or not to construct a school invariably gen— 
erates a great deal of controversy and discussion. As Middleton 
voters debate the issue of building their own school, a number of 
factors should be considered. Based on studies completed by this 
office, construction of your own elementary school for grades 1—8 
will be more costly initially than if the Distriot continued to tuition 
all pupils in grades 1-12 into the Farmington system, due to the 
necessary start—up costs for furniture and textbooks, etc. However, 
| believe that the issue of additional cost should be weighed in re— 
lationship to the local control which Middleton voters would gain 
over the education of their elementary age children. The history of 
the Farmington School District over the last several years demon— 
strates a pattern of continued commitment to the improvement of the 
school system. It is interesting to note that over a period of the 
last four years, the Farmington tuition rate has risen an average of 
16% as opposed to an average increase for the previous four year 
period of 7%, The conclusion that one drawS when comparing such 
Statistical information is that due to Farmington’s commitment to 
improving their school system, Middleton voters will probably con— 
tinue to see a trend of markedly higher tuition costs if the current 
AREA (Authorized Regional Enrollment Agreement) Agreement con— 
tinues in its present form. In my opinion, the final judgement which 
Middleton voters must come to grips with is to what degree do they 
wish to have effective day to day control over the education of their 
elementary aged children and to what extent can the voters assume 
additional financial burdens to achieve control of the elementary 
education of the children, If, in their wisdom, the voters of the Dis— 
trict decided they are unable to assume the additional cost of fi- 
nancing construction of their own elementary school, | would strongly 
recommend that they vote to adopt the article for the purchase of the 
Leary property. 

As has been the case in previous years, | have tried to provide 
Middleton voters with the same basic information in my annual report 
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as | provide the Farmington voters in view of the fact Middleton 
children are assigned to Farmington Schools. As has been the case 
in many school districts throughout New Hampshire and the Nation, 
the past year has been ane of ‘‘belt tightening’’ and budgetary re— 
straint, The Farmington School Board and the administration have 
devoted many long hours at ‘‘holding the line’’ concerning budgetary 
expenditures. This office has attempted to support the Farmington 
Schoo! Board’s position in this regard by continually reviewing the 
spirating cost of special education out—of—district pupil placements 
with the goal being the development of cooperative programming be- 
tween the school districts in School Administrative Unit #44, The 
purpose of such intra—Unit program cooperation is to achieve equiv— 
alent programming for children with special needs at reduced cost 
to the taxpayers, The planning process at the Unit level described 
above will experience initial success in September, 1982, when the 
first intra—Unit special needs program will begin in Farmington. 

Curriculum development and the refinement of educational pro— 
grams have continued to occupy a large percentage of the time and 
effort of faculty and administration as they strive to meet the ever— 
changing individual needs of the student population. Mr. Beaupre, 
Mr, Dugas, and Mr, Bibbo have continued to work diligently with the 
teaching staff toward the full implementation of the School Admin— 
istrative Unit #44 accountability plan. The purpose of this plan is 
to provide a core curriculum for the school system, a process of re— 
viewing teaching techniques and testing procedures with which to 
evaluate the program on a periodic basis to insure that children are 
experiencing an education commensurate with their individual abil— 
ities, This office will continue to cooperate very closely with Mr. 
Beaupre, Mr. Dugas and Mr, Bibbo and the teaching staff to insure 
that program evaluation and curriculum accountability continue as high 
priorities of the Farmington School District. 

While | realize that the present economic climate places a low 
priority on long range planning and future needs of the system, | 
consider it to be the responsibility of the Superintendent to keep 
the future needs of the school system in focus, The major areas 
of need in the system which merit the attention of the voters of the 
Farmington School District, in addition to the intra—Unit special 
education programming referred to in paragraph two of this report, 
are as follows: 

a, FACILITIES — The present facilities are at maximum capac— 
ity. The question of whether or not Farmington wishes to continue 
the practice of leasing modular units should be addressed at some 
point in the near future. The presence of several maintenance ar—

ticles in the Farmington warrant for Main Street School underscores 
the need to make a decision concerning the continued use of the 
School, 

b, MATH AND SCIENCE CURRICULUMS — Farmington has been 
extremely fortunate this past year to receive the benefit of a $15,000 
ESEA Title IV Part C Federal Grant which has enabled them to ini- 
tiate computer science programs at Main Street School and the High 
School, While these programs are in an embryonic state, | am in 
total agreement with several national experts who have taken the 
position that public education must renew its commitment to math 
and science education with particular reference being placed on com— 
puter training. We have already begun to experience as a society 
a virtual computer explosion in almost all facets of our lives, If 
we are to maintain a strong national presence as an economic and 
political world leader, it must begin in the classroom, 

As one reviews the past year there is one issue which continues 
to intrude into the affairs of local school districts and which at some 
point in time will require a solution, | speak of the continuing prac— 
tice by our Federal and State Governments of continuing to mandate 
the development of programs while leaving the bulk of the respon— 
sibility of financing such programs to the local taxpayers. Special 
education is the latest area where school districts have received 
promises of a specific level of funding from the Federal and State 
Governments only to end up with far less financial aid than was 
initially promised, | again, strongly recommend that citizens en— 
courage their representatives to seek passage of legislation at the 
State level which would place the burden of financing mandated pro— 
grams on the State with the passage of a property ‘‘tax cap’’, As | 
have stated on previous occasions, if Federal and State Governments 
are going to mandate programs they should provide local school dis— 
tricts and municipalities with sufficient funds to implement such 
programs, 

Once again, on behalf of the Central Office staff, | wish to ex— 
press our continued appreciation to the members of the School Board 
and citizens for the cooperation exhibited and progress achieved 
this past year. We look forward to a long and productive relationship 
in which our mutual goals will continue to be the best possible edu— 


cation for our young people.
